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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the response filed 9/4/07, applicant argues 
that there is no motivation to combine the references of Georgadze et al. and Malchesky. This argument has not been found persuasive. 
Georgadze discloses the claimed method, but does not disclose that high molecular weight proteins are differentially removed from the 
blood. Malchesky discloses a method of differentially removing lipiprotein cholesterol as a treatment for diseases such as diabetes. 
Because the method of removing high molecular weight protein is established in the art of diabetic treatment, it would have been obvious 
to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to modify method of Georgadze with the specific removal of high molecular weight proteins 
in order to achieve a theraputic result. 

Furthermore, the rejection over Georgadze in view of Seidel is deemed proper for the same reason. Seidel teaches that theraputic 
effects may be realized from differentially removing high molecular weight proteins. 
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
